get epeech. The President and meniber: of both
branches of Councils, and a pumber of promi-
pent, cluzens were bhare wntrodaeed to the Gene-
ral while he was walting to Le escorted to the
iwoceseion,  The Geoersl, sccompanied by
fayor McMichael, and tollowed by an immensa
throng, then emerged from the depot.

For & moment the confusion and nofse censed,
ns every Ince woas turned in wistiul expactntion
up the street; then, ns the olare of Lthe coming
torchlights Anshed in the eyes of the crowd,
shout npon shout of welecome rose upon the nir,

As \he procession did uot tutn Into Niuth
sireet, 10 escort the General to tne very door,
I;_ut continued on its way down Chesnut street,
the proater portion of the crfowd were deceived
by the ruse and remained In front of the Lotel,
rupidly and eagerly scuuniug every carringe
thit passed nlopg, '
It wae not until the Aremen had flod past thnt
the barouche containing the General ap-
prouched. His arrival was announieed by & suc
cossion of cheers, which resouunded far up the
etreet, and which proclalmed to those imme-
dintely nroond the hotel that the hero was -
deed ut havd, He cume, Bents d it an O CHc-
ringe, drawn by four spirited snd guily cnparks)
soned horses. A msgnideent bougues, pres
eented to lim slong the route, was {diy resting!
in bis hand, while the Mayor of tho clty, who
was seated by his side, waa burdened with o
similar Irngraut gift,

In the first carnage, which contulocd the
General, were seatcd Mayor MeMichael, Hon,
Blmon Cameroo, und Dantel P, Ray, As the ear-
ringe toroed into Ninth street the erowd foreed
back and opened an uvobstructed passage for
the entrance of the Genperal. He at once
al'ghted as it drove ap oy the sidewalk, aud was
cgcorted up the private stairway'to the second
story ol the hotel.

The mulititude yet Mingered, us thoueh loth to
Ieave, The pople could hardiy believe that the
ovintion for this uleht was ended. Convietion,

Laterin the evenlvg a number of speeches
were wmade from the baleony of the hoatel, The
Geperal, however, did not again sppear.

A banguet, glven in honor of the Genersl,
came ol at the Continental during the evening,
The Committee of Common and select Counalls
which had the repeption in hand, thoaght nro
per, however, to make the affair & private one,
nnd consequently no mewmbers of the press were
present, A number of distingnished eitizens

were invited, and had slgoited thelr lntention
